HESSTANS IN THE BRITISH EMPLOY 


When hostilities broke out in America in 1775 the British government turned 
to a source of troops it had relied on in many wars and rebellions of the times, 
the various German states. German troops had been used by the British government 
against its own rebellious subjects during the Jacobite uprising of 1745 in Scot- 
land. In addition, King George was also ruler of the German state of Hanover, 
and regiments from Hanover were already in his service. 

Treaties were drawn up with the rulers of Hesse Cassel, Hesse Hanau, Brunswick, 
Waldeck, Anspach-Beyreuth and Anhalt Zerbst for their troops to be used in America. 
Hesse Cassel was to supply 19 regiments of foot, and artillery corps, jaegers and 
supporting troops; Brunswick, five regiments of foot, one grenadier battalion, sup- 
porting artillery and jaegers; Anspach-Beyreuth, two foot regiments, an artillery 
company and 4 companies of jaegers, and Hesse Hanau, Waldeck and Anhalt Zerbst, 
one foot regiment and supporting artillery, each. 

The basic German regiment was made up of one battalion with one grenadier com- 
pany, although the Brunswick and Hesse Hanau regiments had light companies as well. 
An Infantry battalion was supposed to have 21 officers, five non-combatant officers 
(chaplain, surgeon, etc.), 60 Sargeants and corporals, 22 drummers and 525 privates. 
As was common on all sides, regiments were usually understrength. 

To conform to British practices, the grenadier companies were taken from the 
battalions and regimented together. 

As was typical with British regiments, the German regimental colonel, or"chief™ 
rarely served with his regiment. There was a commander appointed who, often, was a 
person of higher rank than might actually command a regiment. In that case a field 
commander would be appointed. In some units, two or all, three ranks may be held by 
one man. Generally, the regiment took the chief's name for its designation. 

The typical musketeer, or private, wore a black hat with white binding and a 
colored pompon on it. His waistcoat and breeches were either light yellow or white, 
depending on the regiment. He wore a long pair of black linen gaiters over his 
breeches, stockings, and shoe tops. 

Unlike the British, who were by now mostly wearing their bayonet belts over 
their shoulders, the Germans wore theirs around their waists. They also all carried 
short swords, although all British troops except grenadiers and sergeants had laid 
theirs aside by this period. 

The German coat was of blue wool, often collarless, with short lapels, cuffs, 
and a shoulder strap on the left shoulder of a facing color. The coat was usually 
lined red, and the buttons were of plain pewter or brass. 

The cartridge box was a large, heavy affair, usually decorated with a large 
plate bearing his prince's coat-of-arms. Across the other shoulder he Slung a knap- 
sack of hairy animal hide. His tin canteen was the same as the British model. 

The typical German Musket was a copy of the Prussian musket. It was much like 
the British Brown Bess, being pin-fastened with brass furniture and .75 calicre. 

German sergeants had their uniforms laced in Silver, usually, and carried a 
halberd, or long pole with an elaborate blade on the end. Officers wore still fin- 
er and more decorated uniforms and carried spontoons. Many of them preferred boots 
to shoes and gaiters, and many wore large gorgets under their coats. Their sashes 
were wide and made of different colors according to their individual states. 

A unique German organization was the corps of jaegers, or hunters. These were 
originally raised from among hunters and game wardens of the German forests, and 
they were armed with heavy short rifles, instead of muskets. The German jaegers 
were the elite marksmen of the British armies in America. By the summer of 1777 
there were five foot companies and ofe mounted squadron in America, officially as- 
sembled in a corps with an establishment of just over 1,000 men- although it is 
doubtful if actual strength was even half that, and the ‘corps' was invariably bro- 
ken up into small detachments. The jaegers saw action in all the major campaigns 
of the war, but always in small units, in keeping with their role. The uniform con- 
sisted of green coats, waistcoats and breeches, the former faced and cuffed in crim- 
son, with paired white metal buttons; in Summer the white or buff linen breeches

would not have been uncommon. (The green clothing associated with foresters of ma- 
ny nationalities since the earliest times - one thinks immediately of Robin Hood 
and his men clad in ‘Lincoln green' - was the natural choice for jaeger uniforms; 
in this specific connection it had been in use since 1744 by Prussian jaegers, and 
has recurred again and again in the uniforms of riflemen of many nations up to the 
present day.) On parade green cockades and tall green feathers were added to the 
hats. The heavy short-barrelled jaeger rifles were very often personally owned wea- 
pons which the men had used in the woods of their homeland. The barrels, which were 
frequently octagonal, did not take bayonets, and the men carried short hunting 
swords as side-arms, with traditional decorations at hilt and pommel, and decorated 
shell-guards. Ammunition was carried in a pouch slung on the waistbelt.

Arrived at New York in two divisions, August and October, 1776. Elements of 
this corps served in virtually every major action of the war in America, many men 
being interned at Yorktown.

Information obtained from our cousin, Rick Hopson of Eudora, Kansas, shows that 
Johannes Dingler, was a grenadier in the 3rd Jaeger Corps. 


THE HESSIAN REGIMENTS AND THEIR NAMES 


The Landgrave of Hesse-Cassel sent fifteen of his regiments to America. Each 
of these Regiments was composed of 650 officers and men in five Companies. 

Fourteen of the fifteen regiments had given up one company of grenadiers each, 
and thes fourteen companies, with two more from the Landgraves bodyguard, were 
formed into four battalions of grenadiers, with a strength of 524 officers and men 
for each battallion. A corps of Chasseurs (Jaegers), originally consisting of two 
companies, accompanied the army. 

There were three companies of artillery, together numbering 588; thus the Hes- 
sian force was composed of 15 regiments of infantry, 4 battalions of grenadiers, 1 
corps of chasseurs, and 3 companies of artillery. There was no cavalry, but a few 
of the chasseurs were mounted. 

A Hessian regiment was usually named after its "Chef". This "Chef" was some- 
times the colonel of the regiment, but more frequently a prince or superior offi- 
cer. As the "Chefs" were frequently changed or transferred, it is often difficult 
to identify a regiment. The battalions of grenadiers in America were named after 
their lieutenant-colonels. 


GRENADIER, soldier particularly selected and trained to hurl grenades. In the mid- 
17th century grenadiers formed specialcompanies wiyhin battalions. Exceptional 
strength and courage were needed for hurling the grenade, and accidents were not 
uncommon. GRENADIERS earned higher pay, received special priviledges, and were 
distinguished by their height, dashing uniform, and tall shako. Armed with heavy 
hatchets for chopping through barricades and other obstructions, they were employ- 
ed particularly in siege and trench warfare. During the 18th century there was a 
gradual decline in the use of grenades, but grenadiers were retained as elite 
troops.

Congress on the 10 of May 1777 Commissioned Armand, Colonel and authorized him 
to raise a corps of Frenchmen, not exceeding two hundred. On the 5th of February 
1779, he applied to Congress and received leave to return to France where he large- 
ly recruited his corps, and returned. Later his Corps of Light Dragoons, he has 
appointed Captain Carl Marckle. On June 1779 a Corps of German Volunteers was in- 
corporated into the unit. In 1780 the legion is listed as 60 horse and 60 footmen. 
Those Germans were largely German deserters of which Johannes Dingler enlisted 23 
August 1779 (Dragoon), Col. Charles Armands Indpt. Corps Light Dragoons pos. N.Y.

Johannes and the Command under Col. Charles Armand, surprised and captured Tory 
Major Mansfield Bearmore and five others. Johannes spent his first few month's of 
military service in the Continental Troops in New York; operations against Indians 
and British Tories. 


MORRISTOWN, NEW JERSEY 
1779-1780 
Washington's Winter Quarters 
As a winter campsite for the army, Gen. Washington decided upon Morristown, New 
Jersey, a somewhat mountainous section known as Jockey Hollow, where on December 
1, 1779, Washington himself rode into the community and established headquarters. 
The troops began converging on Morristown the first week of December and prompt-— 
ly set to work felling, skinning, and laying up logs. In less than two months, 
the men had spread a "Log-house city" over the hillside of Jockey Hollow. 

These first two months were not without hardship, the sufferings of the sol- 
diers can hardly be described. The weather was without mercy; never had there 
been a colder winter. While on duty the men were exposed to the harshness of the 
storms and severe cold. Officers and men suffered far more severely at Morristown 
than they had that memorable winter at Valley Forge. Johannes Dingler spent the 
winter in and around the vicinity of Morristown, New Jersey participating in mi- 
nor skirmishes and raids, enduring the hardships of that devastating winter. 


THE SOUTH 
By the spring of 1780, the War in the north had shifted to the South. The King of 
England knowledgeable of the distant, thinly populated southern states, their re- 
moteness from the North and its protection, devised a plan to strike at the Amer- 
icans through their back door. The King's idea was an attack and conquest of the 
Southern Colonies, of Georgia, and South Carolina. Once South Carolina was re-es- 
tablished as a royal colony, it would be relatively easy to march northward through 
Morth Carolina, and Virginia, the King was assured, immobilizing the American Re- 
bellion. 


JOHANNES TRANSFERRED . SOUTH 
April 3, 1780 
Washington, knowledgeable of British intentions in the South, on April the 3rd of 
1780, ordered a detachment south, consisting of about a thousand Maryland and 
Nelaware continentals and some 120 dragoons under Col. Charles Armand. 


COXE"S MILL, NORTH CAROLINA 
July 25, 1780 
General Horatio Gates takes command of the Southern Army, which consisted of Mary- 
land and Delaware Continentals, 120*dragoons under Col. Charles Armand, and about 
1,500 North Carolina militia.

ACTION AT GuM SWAMP, SOUTH CAROLINA 
August 16, 1780 


This shirmish Preceded the Battle of Camden. The advance guards, or dragoons under 
Colonel Charles Armand Clashed with, the advance guards of Cornwallis. 


BATTLE OF CAMDEN, SOUTH CAROLINA 
August 16, 1780 

Gates and his army of 3,000, were overwhelmed by a British force of 2,400 men. Ate 
the onset of the Battle American militia (faced by British regulars), fled the 
Nattletfield, and Gen. Gates with them, leaving Armand, the Dragoons, and the Mary- 
land and Delaware Continentals to continue in the hopeless fight. 
American losses were nearly 900 killed, and 1,000 captured. Armand lost two-thirds 
of his Dragoons.

ADVANCE ON YORKTOWN 
September 28, 1781 
The Allied Army (9,500 Americans and 7,800 French troops) moved towards Yorktown, 
Virginia against Cornwallis's 8,000 British troops. 


CORNWALLIS SURRENDERS 
October 19, 1781 


Cornwallis's surrender at Yorktown, was the turning point in the war for the 


Americans. 


BACK TO SOUTH CAROLINA 

February 13, 1782 
General Washington ordered Armand and his men back to South Carolina where they 
remained until the close of the war. On March 26, 1783, Armand was appointed 
Brigadier General - Chief of Cavalry. 
Having been highly commended by Congress and Washington for his war service, 
Armand and his troops were discharged on November 24, 1783.

Note: NANCY PASCHALL was b. North Carolina 15 August 1766 . One of her brothers or 
cousins could have been in the North Carolina Militia which joined Col. Armand 
and Gen. Gates July 25, 1780. There was an old trading path which Came across or 
close to the Paschall land. This could have been the route to South Carolina the 
soldiers took in 1780. SAMUEL PASCHAL in a Deed from WILLIAM PASCHAL May 25,1761, 
received 140 acres on the west side of Smith Creek, Granville Co., N.C. This be- 
came Warren County 1n 1764. Also deeded to Samuel Paschal was 420 Acres June 11, 





1762; deeded to Samuel Paschall March 11, 1763, 700 acres; and Deeded to Samuel 
Paschal September 24 1779, 775 Acres. John, Isaiah, and William Paschal had lands 
in this same area. This is William Paschal of the Land Grants of North Carolina. 
In the Deed of 1761, William Paschal to Samuel Paschall, later Samuel Paschell, 
later Wm. Paschel, and then William Paskell and finally Samuel Paskel,all these 
different spellings in one document therefore the different spellings are one and 
the same family.
